University may take over ASI contract with Regional ‘Transit

In a move aimed at curtailing rapidly esca- 
lating costs to students to maintain Regional 
Transit service, the CSUS administration re- 
cently proposed a long- term contract whereby 
the University would assume the $293,000 
contract between Associated Students, Inc. and 
Regional Transit when it is up for renewal in 
June 1996. 

According to Richard Edgar, ASI vice presi- 
dent of finance, the trend has been for the price 
of the contract, which allows CSUS students to 
utilize RT services at no charge, to increase by 
$50,000 every two years when the contract is 
renewed. 

‘During the time RT has had the contract 
with ASI the university has been interested in 
assuming the contract,” CSUS Vice President 
for Administration Memoy Harrison said. “We 
believe we could be more effective in monitor- 
ing prices and keeping them from escalating 


quite as fastas they have been by entering along 
term contract with RT.” 

“Currently we pay $293,000 a year for this 
contract,” Edgar said. “And we’re looking at 
fixing the price (under the university’s pro- 
posal) at $300,000 a year for ten years.” 

Edgar said under the proposal, CSUS would 
contract with RT and ASI would pay the Uni- 
versity for the service for students. The funds 
ASI uses to pay for the RT services come from 
the $106 in Student Activity fees each CSUS 
student pays per year. The cost breaks down to 
roughly $15 for each of Sacramento State’s 
22,600 students. ; 

“The thing about student-run programs,” 
Harrison said, is the cost of funding them keeps 
rising faster than their revenue. What we would 
be able to do with RT is stabilize the cost to 
students. This way we could keep ASI from 
having torun back to the students and ask for a fee 
increase every time RT raises the contract price.” 

The increments by which RT raises its prices 
is quite substantial because of their pricing 


structure. Edgar explained that RT, because of 
its coin machines, cannot raise things a few 
pennies at a time. When the price increases 
from the basic fare price of $1.25 currently in 
effect, it will go to $1.50 because the machines 
are geared to handle quarters. 

“J think we would be able to stabilize the cost 
to students because if an increase were to sud- 
denly occur we would be able to use part of our 
parking revenue to buffer the cost to the stu- 
dents,” Harrison said. 

Edgar said that one of the stipulations of the 
proposed agreement is that there is an option to 
get out of the contract after three years. 

“Basically, it is similar to the athletic con- 
tracts where you have an option to get out when 
itis not favorable. This is definitely a win-win 
situation. The way this is going to work out 
for the students is that they’re going to be 
paying $300,000 in 1996, they’re going to be 
paying $300,000 in 1997, boom, boom, boom

Sac City Council

In an effort to inform local elected 
officials of student issues and con- 
cerns, Associated Students, Inc. Presi- 
dent J.P. Werlin addressed the Sacra- 
mento City Council Wednesday. 

Werlin spoke of the need for av- 
enues of communication between the 
city council and the students at CSUS 
and elaborated on plans for student 
housing during his three-minute pre- 
sentation. 

Werlin began by outlining how the 
average CSUS student “breaks the 
mold” of the stereotypical college stu- 
dent. “The average CSUS student is 27 
years old and works an average of 24 
hours a week. (In almost) any restau- 
rant, mall, service industry in this city, 
you’ ll find a CSUS student.” 

Students need tocreate a productive 
dialogue with the city of Sacramento, 
Werlin asserted. He said there is no 
existing dialogue between the city and 
the students, and this has been the 
reason so little attention has been paid 


to student issues. 

“Currently, there is no support of 
group housing, currently no city sup- 
port of the university’s educational 
mission, and currently no residential 
students living in the area. On behalf of 
the 22,000 students at CSUS, I’m here 
today to ask your help in building 
bridges of communication between the 
city, the university, and the students,” 
Werlin explained. 

One way for student voices to be 
heard, Werlin suggested, would be ac- 
tive participation on boards and com- 
missions or by volunteering in the com- 
munity. 

“Students are yearning for more 
education outside the classroom, mar- 
ried with [that] inside the classroom...[it 
is] avery vital partofacollege student's 
education,” he said. 

In the question-and-answer session 
following the presentation, councilmem- 
bers were generally supportive of Werlin’ s 
call for improved communication.

Library elevator 
project underway

Construction has been underway on 
the long-awaited CSUS Library Elevator 
project since the first week of February. 

The elevator, which is intended to 
give disabled students and faculty 
greater access to the Library, has been 
the toppriority for the University Com- 
mittee for Persons with Disabilities for 
almost two years. 

According to Howard Harris, CSUS 
vice president of Facilities Manage- 
ment, the project will cost $168,000 
and should be completed by late May 
orearly June. The $168,000 came from 
money allocated by the CSU 
Chancellor’s Office for minor capital 
outlay— money set aside for minor 
campus improvements. 

When completed, the elevator will 
lift disabled persons to the top of the 
steep ramp at the north end of the 


Library. The elevator is important be- 
cause the length and grade of the ramp 
make it difficult for many disabled 
students to reach the top. 

In the meantime, Disabled Student 
Services Director Pat Sonntag said dis- 
abled persons are being asked to go in 
through the Library Media Center 
where another elevator is located. 

Harris said the construction was 
delayed slightly because facilities man- 
agement employees were forced to re- 
route some underground plumbing be- 
fore the project could begin. 

In June 1994, some members of the 
Disabled Student Union and the Uni- 
versity Committee for Persons with 
Disabilities objected when the univer- 
sity used $100,000 of money earmarked 
for barrier removal projects onachem- 
istry ventilation project. The money

Gas Huffer - “The Inhuman 
Ordeal of Special Agent...” 


Yep, it’s another one of 
those Seattle bands. They don’t 
have long hair and only occa- 
sionally wear flannels. They are 
known tosport goatees and long 
side-burns. Oh yeah, they play 
good music too. Although the 
running time of Gas Huffer’s 
latest CD is only 31 minutes, 
there are 14 songs crammed in, 
reminding the listener that good 
things come in small packages. 
The first track on the CD, “You 
Are Not Your Job” comes full 
force into your ear. Vocalist 
Matt Wright’s voice reminds 
me of Joey Ramone, in that it is 
deep, quirky, and often incom- 
prehensible. The short, solid 
songs that make up this CD are 
also reminiscent of the 
Ramones. The musicianship of 
bassist Don Blackstone, drum- 
mer Joe Newton, and guitarist 
Tom Price is tight and just plain 
heavy. Although the riffs may 
be somewhat standard, they 
work, 

Not all of the songs on the 
album sound standard and ba- 
sic. On the third track, “Sixty 
Three Hours,” Wright’s voice 
becomes gritty, the riffs aren’t 
as chunky, and there’s even a 
guitar solo. The following track, 
“Mosquito Stomp,” begins to 
sound like a Dead Kennedys 
song with Joey Ramone on lead 
vocals. Then there’s track 7, 
“Smile No More,” which 
smoothes out in some places 
with heavy breaks, all the time 
sounding like Anthony Keidis 
on a Chili Peppers song. 

The lyrics are humorous, 
such as “T got a jug, a can of 
beans, I just cleaned out my 
beard” from track 4, “Mosquito 
Stomp.” The lyrics can be found 
in Gas Huffer’s fourth comic 
book. The 28 - page comic book 
features art and lyrics to the 
album all for a measly buck 
from Epitaph Records. 

Towrap up the album, track 
14 entitled “Plant You Now 
(Dig You Later)” is sort of a 
closing number “announcing” 
the end of the album and saying 
good-bye. 

“The Inhuman Ordeal of 
Special Agent Gas Huffer” is 
an excellent, toe - tappin’, head 
bobbin’, whole-body groovin’ 
punk record.

The. death-enthralled 
Mr. Cave has written a collec- 
tion of songs that may serve 
better as short stories for one 
of his upcoming novels rather 
than trying to pass them off as 
a new CD. And that’s a com- 
pliment. Many of the lyrics, at 
best, are intriguing and at times 
partially poetic, but not song 
lyrics. Many of the songs sound 
like bad attempts at imitating 
Leonard Cohen. Cave’s haunt- 
ingly deep voice is a turn-off, 
and be prepared when he tries 
to carry a note. This album 
seems to be Nick Cave reading 
his unfinished literary works 
over unfitting background 
music that is more often than 
not, noisy. 

If you are a Nick Cave and 
the Bad Seeds fan, Idon’tknow 
what to tell you. If not, save 
your buck - maybe even buy a 
Nick Cave book rather than a 
Nick Cave CD, at least you 
wouldn’t have to listen to him.

“Death Race 2000” was directed 
by Paul Bartel (Eating Raoul, Can- 
nonball) and starred David Carradine 
and Sylvester Stallone. Set in the 
year 2000, the political climate is so 
screwed up the most popular sport- 


ing event is a cross country race by 


‘killer drivers (Stallone, Carradine) 


in armored automobiles. The win- 
ner of the race is the one who runs 
over the most pedestrians. Haven’t 
youever been driving down the street 
and got the urge to start runningover 
things? 

Frankenstein, (he got the name 
because he had supposedly had so 
many wrecks he had been sewed 
together from pieces) played by 
Carradine, is the most popular driver 
and if he wins this race some fac- 
tions wanthim to be anational leader. 
But he faces such competition such 
as Machine Gun Joe Viterbo 
(Stallone) who is so mean he runs 
down his own pit crew at the begin- 
ning of the race to get a quick jump 
in points. The race continues vio- 


lently across the country, slaughter- 
ing innocent people, Frankenstein 
wins. He then kills the President by 
running into the platform the presi- 
dent is speaking from. He then be- 
comes president and as he heads out 
into the new world runs over an 
obnoxious reporter. 

“Rollerball” was produced and di- 
rected by Norman Jewison (Cincinnati 
Kid, Thomas Crown Affair, Fiddler On 
The Roof) and stars James Caanand John 
Houseman. The story is set in 2018 in a 
future controlled by the corporations and 
Rollerball (a brutal, deadly game, an in- 
sane roller derby) is the big sporting 
event. The stars of Rollerball are 
national heroes. The corporations 
areworried about the popularity of John 
E(Caan) and attemptto have him killed 
during the championship game. John 


E though leads his team to victory and 
is the hero of the masses. The movie 
leaves off here. 

The two movies have many simi- 
larities. They are both set in repressive 
societies of the future where the popu- 
lation is kept occupied by murderous 
sporting events (like the Romans). And 
both had major stars, although “Death 
Race 2000” was definitely a “B” 
movie. “Rollerball” was based on a 
short story by William Harrison (who 
also wrote the 129 minute screenplay) 
with the same name, that appeared in 
Esquire. “Death Race 2000” was based 
on a three-page short story called the 
“Racer” by IbMelchoir. Bartel and others 
piecea together a screenplay as they 
went along during the making of the

80 minute movie. Both were indict- 
ments against society by authors who

Surpris- 
ingly, both movies weren’t that bad. 
But of the two, the low budget “Death 
Race 2000” became somewhat of a

being more entertaining was during a 
time when movies were supposed to have

Among the historical graphics 
of the Black Panther Party exhib- 
ited at the University Library, there 
is one with the following inscrip- 
tion: “The hottest place in Hell is 
reserved for those who, in time of 
crisis, maintain their neutrality. 
Dante, 1265-1321.” 

I was pleased that Dante, who is 
avery important part of my scholar- 
ship, had been chosen as an inspira- 
tion to the Black Panthers, a party 
with which I am very familiar, hav- 
ing interviewed one of their leaders 
in 1968 for an Italian magazine. 

Iam also pleased to make a cor- 
rection that reinforces Dante’s re- 


proach of cowards. They are the sinners 
most invidious to Dante, who was very 
involved politically and who felt that 
cowards were not worthy even of Hell.

In Canto II of Inferno, Dante wrote: 
“The High Creator/scourgedthemfrom 
Heavenforits perfect beauty,/ and Hell 
will not receive them since the wicked! 
mightfeel some gloryoverthem.” They 
are tormented in the “Vestibule of Hell” 
where Dante wrote that they were “of 


that retrograde and faithless crew/ 
hateful to God and to His enemies./ 
These wretches never born and 
never dead/rannakedinaswarmof 
wasps and hornets/ that goaded them 
the more [and] more they fled,/ and 
made their faces strewn with bloody 
gouts/ of pus and tears that dribble 
to their feet/ to be swallowed there 
byloathsome worms and maggots.”

Brown legacy guiding, 
encouraging state growth 


SACRAMENTO (AP)—The legacy 
of Pat Brown is seen and felt every-~ 
where in California. He built the free- 


ways, universities and water system 
that helped create and sustain the state’s 
greatest era of economic and popula- 
tion growth. 

California’s great population explo- 
sion began after World War Il, 12 years 
before Brown was first elected gover- 


-nor in 1958. But Brown had good rea- 


son to celebrate when California passed 
New York in the 1960s to become the 
nation’s most populous state, because 
he had done more than any other indi- 
vidual to make that happen. 

During his eight years as governor, 
Brown led the most ambitious state 
public works program in the nation, 


constructing more than 1,000 miles of 
freeways, 11 university campuses, and 
the California Water Project, a $3 bil- 
lion, 475-mile-long network of reser-

voirs, aqueducts and pumping plants. 

He was, as his son Jerry said in later 
years, “the right man for his times,” a 
politician of unlimited enthusiasm, exu- 
berance and age 


Although he was remembered most 
as a builder, Brown also was a major 
force behind state laws outlawing racial 


discrimination in jobs and housing, the 
creation of the state’s first consumer 


protection agency and the start of Medi- 
Cal, ahealth-care program for the poor. 

In a 1992 tribute, Republican Gov. 
Pete Wilson called Brown “a true Cali- 
fornia pathfinder who blazed trails 
through California’s history.” 

A political era ended in California 
when Brown was defeated for a third 
term by Ronald Reaganin 1966. He was 
the last successful California politician 
of the pre-television era of personal 
politics.
